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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendments 

1 . The reply filed 03/07/05 consists of amendments to claims 1 , cancellation of 
claim 2 and remarks related to rejection of claims. The claims are not allowable as 
explained below. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 and 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Beals et al. (6681795) in view of Pfeiffer (6406063). 

Beals (Figure 22) shows a sealing device 563 with a tubular body made of 
polyethylene and connected at one side to a cable and the other side connected to a 
pipe branch by electro-fusion. The side connected to the cable has inner cross-section 
adapted to the shape of the cable and the side connected to the pipe branch is adapted 
to an outer shape of the pipe branch. The body is pipe is preferably made of 
polyethylene. The use of copper wire embedded in the body is inherent in order to use 
electro-fusion. But Beals does not show the other side attached to the pipe branch by 
screwing or clamping. Such a feature is common knowledge. Pfeiffer (Figure 1) shows 
such a feature. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the instant invention to use such a feature to connect the other side by screwing as 
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shown by Pfeiffer because this would provide a means to easily detach the other side 
from the pipe branch. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
